The speaker said 
the present social order is gradual- 
ly disintegrating and predicted that 
the nation, by 1942, would produce 
40 per cent more goods with 30 
million less workers.

"Isn't ft better to let 
the machines do the work when 
they can do it better? 


The speaker lashed at the Feder- 


al Surplus Commodities

tion for "buying up everything to 
make everybody happy and then 
giving it all away again." He 
laughed at the recent sale of Out- 
agamie county cabbage to the fed- 
eral corporation and said "it won't 
cure anything." 


The Technocracy head predicted 


increased taxes in the United 
States because of the boost in the 
cost of armaments. He said the

"You're going to pay more taxes

Washington—The Railway Mediation act, which often has been de- 


scribed as our finest piece of labor legislation, is about to undergo its 
supreme test. 


Thla legislation, worked out largely by Donald R. Richbcrg on behalf 


of the railway unions, was enacted in 1926. For more than 10 years it 


has functioned in minor railway disputes to the gen- 
eral satisfaction of both sides. The public has been 
little aware of this legislation because it has prevent- 
ed railroad labor disputes from reaching the point 
where they become public annoyances. When any* 
thing Is working well, you hardly know it is around, 
the tame as with public officials.

This legislation is based on the cooling-eft principle. 


It does not prohibit strikes but only requires that 
strikes be postponed until after certain mediation and 
fact-finding steps have been taken.

ered. The report will have no bind- 
ing effect upon either party. But 
neither side can cut wages or pull 
a strike until 30 days after the re- 
port has been made. 


During the month following the 


publication of the report will come 
the critical period. If the mediation 
act functions as intended, the op- 
posing parties will discover some 
way to accept the findings or to ad- 
just their differences.

WESTWARD HO FOR FASCISM! 
Fascism is a word given a variety of 


meanings but applying it in the sense that 
it stifles the liberty of the individual in 
order to remove a real or threatened men- 
ace it will be found in a number of un- 
expected places. 


We have a form 
of 
Fascism 
up 


in Canada 
in the province of Quebec. 


This ancient citadel of civilization pre- 
sents 
a confused picture. 
So far as 


we can learn there was never anything 
partaking of Fascism there until Commu- 
nism moved in. Then a Fascist party was 
created with the usual planks—anti-Free 
Masonry, anti-Judaism and anti-Commu- 
nism, "in this relatively small province 
the party boasts 80,000 active members 
and is influential enough to force through 
the government a law with teeth shaped 
like those we used during the days of 
Prohibition and which padlocks any build- 
ing that may house a Red. 


But the Canadians though moved to an- 


ger sometimes like the rest of the human 
race are cool-headed and may be expected 
to give the problem more considerate 
treatment after the first effects of Red 
threats have faded. 


There is much more danger to the 


south of us, and particularly because the 
government in Mexico is on the verge of 
collapse. There both Germany and Japan, 
and Italy to a lesser extent, are working 
definitely to establish a regime favorable 
to their aims. Despite the Red noise that 
is now evident in that country many pa- 
tient and intelligent observers see in the 
sickness and weariness of the people the 
likelihood of an attachment to the more 
orderly and more intelligent groups that 
there back the Fascist notion. In a coun- 
try like Mexico Fascism for a time would 
be a life saver. If this form could be 
limited to the purpose of curing a country 
of Communist theories and then itself be 
shelved it would have served an excellent 
purpose. But what tyrant who ever strug- 
gled for the saddle gave it up willingly or 
for the public benefit? 


Just south of Mexico in 
Guatemala 


there exists an excellent example of the 
Fascist state in the Western Hemisphere 
headed by Jorge Ubico who has fathered 
an anti-Communist league whose purpose 
is to suit the wishes and the conditions of 
Spanish-American countries. 


Brazil merely presents the clash be- 


tween two forms of Fascism. The Inte- 
gralists who attempted to overthrow the 
government last May failed. 
Their dif- 


ference with the government was not over 
principle but involved leadership. 


It is noteworthy that Peru has called 


a Pan-American conference this December 
which is expected to develop and fortify 
Fascism all through central America and 
probably in South America. 


Panama, in which America is so much 


interested, is expected to receive the plan 
•with friendship if not affection. 
Santo 


Domingo, already under a very plain Fas- 
cist government, is looked upon as one of 
the plan's most persistent advocates. Costa 
Rica has thus far spoken the only hostile 
•word saying it needs to import no alien 
theories. 


The penetration of Germans, Italians 


ar.d Portuguese into Peru and Argentine 
makes it advisable to watch those coun- 
tries.

HE talk about taxpayers as one group which pays taxes and another 
group which does not pay taxes is—100 per cent wrong. 


There are two kinds of taxes: DIRECT TAXES AND INDIRECT 


TAXES. People realize it when they pay direct taxes on income, real 
estate or some other item. But are often unaware of the indirect taxes— 
taxes which are always hidden. 


It is impossible for Government to get enough money to meet pres- 


ent Government spending from present direct sources. More is needed. 
Taxation is the problem of every American. Unfortunately, too few of us 
recognize this fact—for the taxes we little men pay are mostly disguised 
and covered up; 


Taxes hit every man, woman and child in the country—they hit the 


poor as well as the rich, the wage earner as well as the big corporation. 
These indirect hidden taxes are little fellows that work in the dark to 
help pay for Government spending: hidden taxes that every man and 
woman pays without realizing they even exist. 


If we took all incomes of $5,000 and over and pooled them we could 


only pay the costs of Government for less than four months, so—even 
100% direct income taxes woulij help but little in offsetting the present 
rate of Government spending. 


/;/ a discussion of taxes and the effect they have on each and everyone of us, 


it should be pointed out that—Taxes are Necessary. That must be made clear 
—TAXES ARE NECESSARY. 
No one will dispute this fact. We need them 


to pay for our army, navy, schools, fire protection and all the constructive 
activities and obligations of a sound and representative Government—It is the 
unnecessary, foolish and careless spending we do not war/t, ichich is causing 
the trouble.- 


Like a household or a business, however, governments can be run 


along efficient or wasteful lines. This has been shown time and again in 
^s^^s^ 


cities and towns and states throughout the country. Citizens have de- taaT^^^gta: 
manded—and obtained—economical government by efficient manage- 
ment which resulted in reduced taxes. 


If YOU are a wage earner, a salaried worker, a professional man or 


woman or a housewife, YOU pay taxes. 


If we drive a car, the combined Federal and State tax on each gallon 


of gasoline ranges from three to eight cents, depending on the State 
in which the gasoline is purchased. 


If we pay rent the landlord's taxes are included in our rent bill, since 


taxes are an important part of the expense of owning land and buildings, 
and such expenses must be reflected in rents. It has been estimated that 
25 per cent of our monthly rent money is used to pay the landlord's tax bill. 


If we eat meat or bread, the meat packer and the butcher, the baker and 


the grocery store, have had to pay taxes. And these taxes become a part 
of their cost and are included in the price we pay. At a recent conference 
of bakers, it was discovered that the price of a loaf of bread is 2096 
direct taxes and 25% indirect taxes or 4596 in all —nearly half taxes — 
also that the companies only made in most cases 296 on their investment 
or in other words—that Government taxes were many times the baker's 
profit with which he had to carry on a business most necessary to all of us. 


If we are a single person, earning $18 a week and living in a furnished 


room, we may think that taxes don't hurt us. Even though we own no 
property, out of our $960 a year we earn, we pay $116 in Hidden Taxes! 


If we spend $108 a year for clothing, at least $8.64 goes for taxes. Taxes 


have been ivoven into ihc stitch and fabric of everything we wear. 


Every time we open a package of cigarettes, tec tear tip a little tax stamp for 


which we paid six cents—more than the manufacturers received for producing 
the package and its contents. 


Every time we pay an electric light bill we are giving $1 out 


of every $6 of it toward taxes .. . An average of $9.21 is paid 
yearly in taxes by every telephone user... the housewife pays $1 
out of every $4 she spends for taxes figured in prices of products 
she buys ... approximately 2596 of our rent is taxes ... there are 
140 different taxes figured in the cost of a pair of shoes—even for 
the baby... there are 53 or more different kinds of taxes in a loaf 
of bread ... The cost of the average car is paid out all over again 
every four years by taxes the motorist pays in operating i t . . . In 
drugs—a bottle of milk of magnesia carries 378 different taxes ... 
Taxes on the petroleum industry and its products about equal 
wages paid...Railroads' taxes have more than doubled since 1916 
—now about Va of our fare is taxes . . . and on and on and on 
and we, the Consumer, have to foot the bill. 


A simple definition of taxes might be: ''the money taken from the 


public in order to pay the expense of Government—Federal, State and 
local." 


The tax load on each one of us can be lightened only —BY REDUCING 


GOVERNMENT COSTS. No one wants to lighten the tax load at the expense 
of—The 
Necessary Duties of Government.—provided thai these duties are 


efficiently performed. But— OUT—waste and inefficiency must go! 


The amount that is diverted from our income for the support of divers 


Governmental activities is appalling and few of us have any conception of 
the burden we are carrying. The sooner we realize that as the "Rank and 
File"—WE—are—The Actual Taxpayers, the better off we will all be. 


It is time the facts are faced as to how taxes affect our pocketbooks and 


our well being.

Observe Results 


The test consists of putting a small 


drop ot liquid between the layers 
of the skin, not under the skin. If a 
slightly raised, red spot occurs with- 
in 48 hours, it is called a positive 
lest. If no redness follows, it is call- 
ed a negative test which means that 
nothing in the way of tuberculosis 
has happened to the child. 


A positive test does not necessar- 


ily mean that the child has an active 
form of tuberculosis 
but it does 


mean that at some time or other the 
youngster has been exposed to tu- 
berculosis and that some of the 
gv.rms have lodged in the body. No 
child will be excluded from school 
unless he is found to have an active 
form of tuberculosis which can be 
determined only by further exam- 
ination by a physician after the test 
and by an x-ray. 


Sven if the test is positive. a::tive 


tuberculosis can be prevented ir the 
body resistance is maintained. Ade- 
quate food, rest and fresh air will 
keep up the weight and the resist- 
ance. If active tuberculosis is indi- 
cated by further examination, it may 
be healed and the child cured with 
care and attention in the early stag- 
es of the disease. 


Must Have Permission 


Mrs. Dudley emphasized that no 


child can be tested without the per- 
mission card signed by his or her 
parents. She urged alt parents tc 
take advantage of this test to deter- 
mine the presence of tuberculosis, 
which is made without cost to the 
family. 


The leaflets which were sent to 


the parents describe the tuberculin 
test and also point out the danger 
signals which indicate tuberculosis.

VI—THE LEAGUE OP NATIONS 


The hope of ending war for all 


time has been held by great and 
good men and women. This hope 
still lasts, and there may be grow- 
ing reason for it in time to come. 
The world knows better than before 
how foolish and fearful war is. 


Woodrow Wilson 


Woodrow Wilson tried 
his best 


to find a way to keep war from 
breaking out* in the future. He did 
not invent the idea of the League 
of Nations, but he became the most 
powerful leader in bringing it about. 
Today, on one of the buildings of 
the League of Nations in Geneva, 
Switzerland, there is a stone tablet 
with French words carved on it. 
The words have this meaning: 


"To the memory of 
Woodrow 


Wilson, President 
of the United 


States, and founder of the League 
of Nations." 


The idea of the League of Na- 


tions was for many nations to meet 
together, and to keep any new war 
from breaking out.

tion— sent delegates to Geneva.

I have said that "almost every | 


civilized nation" joined the League1 
of Nations, but there was one im- 
portant 
exception — the 
United 


States of America, the richest andj 
in some ways (he most powerful of| 
all nations on earth. Woodrow Wil- 
son did all he could to get the Unit- 
ed States Senate to agree to go in. 
but he failed. 


Even without the United States. 


the League of Nations might have 
been a success — if it had not been 
for certain rules about voting. The 
rules made it hard for the League 
to decide any question of import- 
ance. because all nations had to 
agree. This meant that a single na- 
tion could stand in the way of ac- 
tion. against the will of all other 
nations. 


Despite those rules, the League of 


Nations has done some good \vork. 
but time and again it has pioved 
•'weak.** We shall see in later ar- 
ticles what happened (or did not 
happen) when Japan invaded Man- 
churia. and when Mussolini sent sol- 
diers to Ethiopia.
